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TO DAM CHARLES RIVER. 


Officially the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce, of which he is 
Secretary, avd through it, the com- 
mercial interesta of Boston, Mr. Elwyn 
G. Preston appeared before the Com- 
mittee on Metropolitan Affairs, and the 
Committee on Harbors and Public 
Lands, of the Legislature, last Friday, 
in response to an invitation from mem- 
bers of the Committee, to explain why 
the Chamber of Commerce opposes the 
building of a dam, at the present time, 
across Charles River, between Boston 
and Cambridge, and submit his 
views concerning the project, and those 
of the parties he represents, to the 
Committee. 

The object of the proposed dam is to 
enable the Metropolitan Park Commis- 
siovers to create a water park for the 
especial gratification of the inhabitants 
of Cambridge and Boston Back Bay, 
every man, woman and child of both 
locations being strongly in favor of the 
dam, or the water park for the con- 
struction of which the dam is necessary. 

If a scientific examination of the 
river should show that a dam across it 
would not injuriously effect its channel, 
nor create an obstruction to navigation, 
the Chamber of Commerce would not 
object to the scheme ; it would cordially 
approve of it; but it and Secretary 
Preston contend that no steps should be 
taken towards carrying it out until such | 
a survey and examination are made, 
and until Congress have made the con- 
templated appropriation for work on 
Boston Harbor. In brief, the com- 
mercial interests of Boston are of para- 
mount impartance ' 
that they are not to be adversely effected 
by it the construction of adam ought 
not to be pushed. 

The Chamber only ask for sufficient 
delay in the prosecution of the plan for 
a water park to enable the parties inter- | 
ested to investigate the whole question 
and get facts on which to base future 
operations, The request of Secretary 
Preston was a reasonable one and ought 
to have weight with Committee. 
The effect of a dam on the ship chan- 
nel must first be settled. If not hurt- 
ful, then everybody will favor the water 
park; if then Cambridge | 
and Back Bay must try and worry along | 
a few years longer without one.

At a regular meeting of the City 
Council held on Thursday evening, 
April 18, the Wood orders, #0 called, 
were passed over the Mayor's veto by 
a vote of 14 to 1. With a view of 
fortifying himself against criticism for 
the vetoes the Mayor sought and ob- 
tained on opinion of City Solicitor 
Curren, who, knowing what His Honor 
wanted, gave it to him. It is proper 
to say iv passing that the Solicitor’s 
opinion is self-contradictory, ambigu 
ous, and a clever ease of legal leger- 
demain, at which that officer is an 
adept. It must be perfectly plain to 
every intelligent reader that Section 16 
of the Revised Gharter does not con- 
flict in the least degree with Section 14, 
Chapter 8, of the Revised Ordinances, 
and no amount of special pleading can 
demonstrate that it does. Nearly every 
man io this city knows what the reasons 
were for adopting Section 16, and that 
they had no sort of relation to Section 
14 of Chap. 3, nor was intended to 
affect the rights and privileges of the 
City Council in any particular, And 
besides, three eminent Boston Lawyers 
are on record as saying that Solicitor 
Curran’s opinion won't hold water for 
a wmioute—that it not law. Bat 
enough of that. 

Alderman Wood, representing the 
Council as opposed to the attitude of 
the Mayor, took a strong stand for the 
passage of his orders over the vetoes. 
In overhauling the administration of 
affairs in the Board of Public Works 
he dealt in cold facts and the logical 
conclusions drawn from them. His 
arguments in support of a change of 
methods by the Board (if surface indi- 
cations count) aud a better administra- 
tlon of its business were unanswerable 
He had friends to reward 
enemies to punish;’’ his object was 
solely to promote the public good. He 
won his case handsomely, for the Coun- 
cil, being intelligent and right thinking 
men, were with him, heart aod 
from the start.

MACULLAR PARKER COMPANY KEEPING 
ABREAST OF THE TIMES IN AKCHITEC- 
TUBAL AS IN OTHER STYLES 


(From the Boston Globe.] 


Modern requirements in business have 
led to achange iu one of the most 
prominent landmarks om Wasliugton 
at., the white granite front of the store 
of the Macullar Parker Company, at No 
400, near the corner of Summer st. This 
front was the ouly one in the great dis- 
trict burned in the tire of 1872 that 
remained standing, and it served asa 
bulwark to check the flames in their 
course toward the west side of Washing 
ton st., below Summer, and perhaps on 
to Tremont st, 

After the fire it was moved back 12 
feet, on the widening of Washington st. 
and the present Macullar Parker build- 
var was erected behind it. 

Id Kostonians whose memories extend 
back to the early ‘60s remember this 
froat a8 one of the most elegant and 
substantial of its period, and it has re 
mained a monument to its builders to 
the present time. The white monoliths 
of its lower story have made it not only 
graceful architecturally, but most sub 
stantial in appearance. 


The day of the massive pillar in stone | 


iy business structures having giveu way 
to that of steel, however, and retail 
stores having been toreed by the customs 
of the times to employ a great deal of 
plate glass in the show windows, it was 
found advisable to remodel the lowe: 
story of the Macullar Parker building. 

The work has been progressing 
months, and is now completed. A heavy 
steel girder holds up the front of the 
building where the stone piliars stood, 
and the entire ground floor front has 
been filled with plate glass set in nickel, 
while the interior of the show 
bas been remodeled and finished in white 
mabogauy. This gives the front a 
thoroughly up-to-date and elegant ap 
pearance, while the style in which the 
changes have been made is in keeping 
with the dignity and high tone of the 
whole establishment.

He had torn himself away 
from his idolizing followers and ridden 
out into the darkness and storm to tell | 
his wife, 70 miles away, that he had| 
been elected to the United States sen- 
ate. Though It was late in the night 
when he reached Monterey, he was in| 
the saddle again before dawn and on | 
his way back to San Jose, making in 
all a ride of 140 miles.—Argonaut.

The red button and the red flag have 
been the emblem of labor and reyolu- 
tion for more than 3,000 years. In the} 
ancient world the favorite colors of the! 
aristocracy were white and azure blue, 
while red was plebeian. Minerva and 
Ceres, the goddesses of labor and agri- 
culture, were represented 
dressed in flaming red, and the 
of the Greek and Roman trade 
unions were of the same color. The red} 
flag nowhere in antiquity meant feroc- k 
ity and slaughter, but rather typified | peach 
the fact that all men, whether slaves} 
or masters, had In their veins the same} 
blood and in their nature the same hu-| 
manity. 

But in the frequent servile wars of} 
Italy and Greece the red flag gradualiy 
became the emblem not of labor, but of | 
revolt. At one time when the rebel- 
lious slaves and gladiators under Spar- 
tacus defeated three Roman armies the 
red flag was on the point of supplant- 
ing the eagle in the imperial city itself. | 
It is related that the labor 
were so fanatically devoted to their) 
flag that it was the custom of their} 
generals when in battle to hurl it far} 
into the enemy's ranks and so compel 
its devotees to rush forward and recoy- 
er it.—New York Post.

A Big Shipment Over the Boston and 
Maine, 


5 MILES OF HARVESTING MACHINES. 


At this the dawn of the 20th Century, 
when the business enterprises are assuin- 


ing such colossal proportions, it is not 
surprising to tind that the shipments 
from these great industrial establish- 


ments increase proportionately. 


Perhaps 
the greatest 


singie shipment on record 
was made over the Boston & Maine 
Railroad, on May 14, when a train of 
58 cars, loaded with machinery from the 
Walter A. Wood Mowing and Reaping 
Machine Company, was shipped from 
Hoosick Falls to Chicago. The details 
of that shipment are as follows: 

The route was over the Boston aud 
Maine Railroad from Hoosick Falls to 
Rotterdam, thence to Buffalo over the 
New York Central, and from Buffalo to 
Chicago over the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern, 58 cars of the last named 
road were used to contain the shipment, 
and were run solid to Chicago, being 
distributed from there as follows:—7 
cars to [llinois; 4 to Missouri; 9 to Ne- 
braska; 7 to Lowa; 8 to Minnesota; 9 to 
South Dakota; 1 to Wisconsin; 12 to 
Kansas; 1 to North Dakota. The run 
was wholly by daylight, and the train 
was decorated with flags and bunting as 
well as plackards bearing the advertise- 
ment of the shipper. The train was 
iven an enthusiastic send-off at Hoosick 
‘alls. Stores were closed, factories 
ceased operations, and whistles, bells 
and canon announced the departure of 
this great freight shipment, One of the 
Boston and Maine’s most modern freight 
locomotives, No. 1155, was used in haul- 
ing the train, which left Hoosick Falls 
at 9.27 a. m. and arrived at Rotterdam 
at 1.20 p. m. The shipment consisted of 
3,000 harvesting machines, which, if 
placed end to end, would extend over 
a distance of five miles, The total way- 
billed weight of the shipment was 1,675,- 
400 pounds, and the freight charges 
amounted to $9,692.82, while the value of 
the machimes is estimated at about 
$125,000. This train occupied about two 
days in crossing New York State, and 
atevery place from starting point to 
destination there was great interest 
manifested,

THEY WORSHIP FLOWERS, 


In Japan the Study of Blooming 
Planta tn a Life Work. 

In Japan the arrangement of flowers 
f pursued as an art, being profoundly 
studied by men of rank—philosophers 
and priests, besides learned and liter 
ary men-—and ladies of the aristocracy 
fre allowed to practice the art aa be- 
ing likely to inspire such 
virtues as gentleners, self denial, for 
getfulness of care and spirituality. <A 
lifetime is indeed not too long for the 
Japanese, either man or woman, to de 
vote to an understanding of the subtle 
meaning conveyed by flowers and the 
tigorous rules necessary to observe In 
producing with them the best artistic 
results. 

In Japan 


the peony, although ac 


knowledged to be the royal flower of | 


China, is still the favorite of the upper 
classes. It Is given on occasions 
Importance the position of honor on 
the dais in the principal recess—never 
is it placed In the center of the room 
hor on a shelf—and no other flower is 
allowed to come near its royal pres- 
ence. Sometimes art dictates that two 
black twigs shall be grouped behind 
it, the thought being to enhance by 
contrast its abundant life and beauty. 
The lotus flower is also conceded to 
have royal national rank and ts called 
the king of Indian flowers. 

On festive days the Japanese never 
use !t, as they associate it entirely 
with the spirit of the dead. The royal 
flower of Japan, of course, is the cher- 
ry blossom. The idea of floral rank Is 
one to which the Japanese are very 
sensitive, and the established laws of 
precedence must be closely adhered to 
In the arrangement of their flowers. 
To an American It seems perhaps in- 
explicable that they should have plac- 
ed the purple wistaria high above the 
white, which they mostly exclude from 
their compositions. 

Irises stand very high in rank, but 
are regarded ag difficult of arrange- 
ment, and therefore the most arbitrary 
rules have been evolved for their com- 
position. With a single large flower 
but 3 leaves are allowed, with 2 flowers 
7 or 15 leaves are used, 3 flowers are 


given 13 leaves, and 5 flowers are fur- | 


hished with 11 leaves. 

So deftly are thoughts conveyed by 
the arrangement of flowers in Japan 
that often verbal messages are un- 
necessary.

It Is known that as fruits me a 
turity there is a procs of absorption 
of material from the tree's sap, as well 
as a cell growth within the fruit itself;

giving off of carbonic acid gas are 
actions strictly analogous to the res 
piration of animals; that there is a 
transformation of vegetable fiber Into 
sugar and water. The rapidity and per 
fection of this process depend princi 
pally upon the amount of sunshine to 
which the fruit exposed while it is 
going on. The outer membranes of most 
all fruits assume a positive color when 
the ripening change is coming on, but

One of the most pleasing natural 

curiosities In the territory of Arizona 


fe the pool of water known as Monte 


zuma well It fs sittiated 15 miles 
northeast of the olf abandened mill 
tary post known aa Camp Verfe. It ta 
250 feet in diameter, and fhe clear, 
pure water ia about feet Below the 
surface of the surrounding country 
Bome years ago certain milffary off 
cers sounded the pool and fotind that 
it had a uniform depth of 80 feet of 
water except In one place, apparently 
about six feet square, where the sound 
{og line went down about 600 feet 
withont touching botton 

The well empties Into Beaver creek 
only about 100 yards distant, the wa 
ter gushing forth from the rocks as 
though it were under great pressure 
The well is undoubtedly supplied from 
subterranean sources, possibly through 
the hole sounded by the army officers 
years ago The sides of the well are 


honeycombed with caves and tunnels, 
permitting sightseers to descend to the 
waters 


Montezuma’s well contains no fish. 


The flow of water from it is the same 
throughout the season Popular of 

fon has attributed the origin of the 
well to voleanic action, but as the rock 
surrounding it Is limestone it Is more 
than probable that the action of the 
water Is responsible for its creation.— 


Native American 

Millions Made by Planting Trees. 

Any one who takes a vital Interest In 
the welfare of his grandchildren can 
Insure their being rich by planting 
trees on treeless land, which land 
can leave to them in his will. Some 
big British fortunes have been provid- 
ed for In this manner. A predecessor 
of the present Duke of Athole bad a lot 
of land, but it was not especially valu- 
able—in fact, he was “land poor.” 

He determined that his descendants 
should fare better and so began plant 
ing trees. In the course of his lifetime 


he 


| he planted 14,095,719 larch trees alone, 


covering an area of 10,324 acres His 
last plantation covered 7,800 acres, 
which in the ordinary way becomes a 


forest of mature 
planting 


timber 70 years after 
Thinned down to about 350 


trees an acre, each tree will contain at 
least 50 cubic feet of timber, which, at 

cents a foot, gives a sum of $4,
